American judicial system 
steps in to set up a court of 
appeals. 


Broome 
College is no exception to 
the rule as it has its own 
Board of Appeals. This 
board is composed of two 
faculty members: Roger 
McVannan and Frank 
Martin, and one student, 
Robert Cook. 


In the past, appeals have 
been made in writing and 
submitted to the board. The 
board never got a chance to 
meet the person and had to 
go just by what was on the 
paper. Well, that tradition 
has been changed, but it is 
too early to tell if it is for the 
better or not. The rule has

been changed so that, as of 
last week, appeals will be 
made in person by the 
“accused” violator. From 


-now on, the story will be 


right from the ticketed 
person instead of from a 
sheet of paper. 


The procedure for making 
the appeal is as follows: 1) 
student receives ticket; 2) 
student either pays the ticket 
and forgets all about it or 
goes to the security office 
located in the Wales Building 
and fills out the appeals form 
(the appeal must be made 
within 7 days of the issuance 
of the ticket); 3) student 
appears before the appeals 
board and states the case; 4) 
student either pays or is let 
off the hook )depending on 


the decision of the board). 


The time, date, and place 
the ‘“‘hearing”’ will be held is 
stated on the appeals form 
and is generally held around 
lunch time when the student 
is out of class.. 


Basically, the move 
towards oral appeals seems 
to be a forward step to the 
equalization of justice, or at- 
least towards bringing the 
procedure of outside court 


onto campus. It also should __ 


give some of the students 
who decide to appeal 
practice in speech writing 
techniques. Who knows? 
Some of the ones who ‘‘get 
off’? should perhaps think of

Maximum size of the 
enlargement itself is 8’’x10” 
inches. 

While we were not fussy 
about such things as un- 
correctable colors and un- 
spotted prints in the first 
contest we will consider 
these items this time. Points 
will be lost for any technical 
imperfections. 

Judging will again be done 
by several ‘‘outside’’ 
professiional photographers 
at a location to be indicated 
as the judging times draws 
near.

The first (possibly an 
nual) writing contests 
sponsored by the Broome 
Community College English 
department will award fifty 
dollars each for the best 
short story, the best poem, 
and the best essay. The 
submitted entries will be 
judged on originality by 
(hopefully, if enough people 
join the contest) by S.U.N.Y. 
Binghamton staff, and the 
Sun Bulletin and the Evening 
Press editorial writers. The 
judges will not be full time 
members of the Broome 
English department so as to 
avoid conflict and-or 
favoritism between students 
and faculty. 


The difference between a 
short story and an essay, for 
clarification purposes, is 
that a short story relates 
fantasy (this may, however, 
have a basis in fact, such as 
historical fiction); and an 
essay is strictly facts or tells 
a true story. 

The rules are as follows: 

1. Contest open to all full 
time or part time B.C.C. 
students, day or evening 
taking credit courses. 
Contest not open to faculty. 

2. All entries will be 
evaluated by a panel of three 
judges identified by the 
Department of English. 

3. Essays should be ap 
proximately 500 to 1000 
words in length. Short 
Stories should not exceed an 
approximate length of 3000 
words. Poems should not 
exceed 50 lines. 


4. Contestants are en- 
couraged to seek advice on 
their work. However, all 
work must be original, in- 
dividual effort. 

5. Contestants may enter 
more than once and in more 
than one category.’ 

6. Deadline is March 1, 
1978. All entries should be 
submitted to C. Quagliata, 
Department of English, or to 
I. Benko, Secretary L.A. 
office. Winners names will 
be announced no later than 
early April. 

7. ALL ENTRIES MUST 
BE TYPED, DOUBLE

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Kinder Cares

Kinder Kare, Broome 
Community College’s child 
care center, was condemned 
by the local Health 
Department in early 
December, but without an 
alternate site, has moved 
into the Student Union 


lounge for a months duration, 


at the permission of 
President Blomerley and the 
college. 

In operation over two 
years, Kinder Kare was 
housed in the Engineering 
Building along Front Street. 
The center needed repairs, 
painting, plumbing, and 
paneling, and could no 
longer be certified to be a 
child care center. Kinder 
Kare moved December 26th. 

Details of renting a site 
near the college are being 
finalized at the writing, and 
these ought to be known 
soon. 

Nancy Crowley director of 
Kinder Kare, is, or will be 
applying for a day care 
license from the state. It is 
hoped that this will be 
granted in a year! State law 
for day care requires an 
adequately furnished -and 
safe building, a hot meal at 
noon, and the other 
requirements. Until an 


adequate site is found, this 
license would not be granted. 

In September the center 
was not sure if it would open, 
as their funds’ were 
eliminated from the college 
budget. Primarily financed 
by federal CETA funds, 
Kinder -Kare has been 
staffed by CETA, WORK 
STUDY, and PARENTS. 
United Student Government 
raised $589.00 from a mixer 
held Oct. 7. 


Mrs. Crowley emphasizes 
that the center is open to the 
community as well as to full 
and part-time students and 
faculty. Students pay rentals 
of $.60 an hour and the 
community pays, $.80. There 
is a three hour limit. Parents 
ought to know .there is a 
twenty-four hour reser- 
vation, and that they should 
call in if the child will not be 
there. Parents are asked to 
check their children in and’ 
out. 

Kinder Kare attends an 
average of thirty children 
each-day. A weekly program 
of arts, crafts, stories, 
movies, and projects is done. 

Kinder Kare appreciates 
any donations of toys and 
other items. They are 
looking for a crib and 


playpen.

Richard Condon, well- 
known for his works of 
espionage and international 
machinations, has written 
his fourteenth novel, THE 
WHISPER OF THE AXE, an 
extension and one step up 
from his published and

‘Short People’ Banned

No Short People 


The song entitled ‘Short 
People’ by Randy Newman 
is the 2nd top selling record 
of the week (based on The 
Cashbox Magazine’s 
nationwide survey).-If the 
song’s that good then why is 
it banned from the airways 
in Boston and at least three 
other cities? 

Newman, who is 5 feet 10 
inches tall, apparently made 
two mistakes when he wrote 
“Short People.’’ 

His first mistake was 
choosing a central image - a 
symbot- that was brought up 
to irritate a large segment of 
the population. He wrapped 
it heavily in a kind of irony 
that requires ‘close at- 
tention’ to be appreciated. 

His real mistake was to 
give ‘his poem’ a catchy 
melody and a bright, upbeat 
arrangement. Radio stations 
that specialize in 
brainlessness and appeal to 
brainless people have given 
the song a lot of exposure. 
Amid endless disco tunes 

and countless subtle 
variations, the song stood out 
‘like a giraffe at a convention 
of frogs.’ 

People noticed ‘Newmans’ 
song with something to say’, 
and being disco-type people 
they naturally misin- 
terpreted it. 

The song elaborates on the 


unpleasant quantities of — 


‘Short People,’ from their 
“srubby little fingers” to 
“dirty little minds.’’ The 
middle part of the song: 

“Short People are just the 
same - you and I (a fool such 
as I) 

“All men are brothers - 
Until the day they die. (It’s a 
Wonderful World).’’ changes 
the song’ climate for a 


moment, but then goes back 
to its original attitude of 
height-chauvinism. 

The chorus is sung by The 


Boston 


Eagles, and rumor in pop 
music circles has it that they 
worked with Newman 
because their manager, 
Irving Azoff, is 5 feet 5 inches 
in height. 

The exegetes of pop music 
have been busy on this song, 
which obviously is symbolic, 
and have come up with in- 
terpretations of all kinds. 

If you pay attention on this 
record, it’s not hard to figure 
out what Newman’s up to. 
The fact that the statements 
sometimes conflict or 
downright contradict one 
another is a significant 
source of the song’s power. 

The song says the Newman 
finds short people 
distasteful. Not exactly, it’s 
more like Newman is saying 
he doesn’t like short people. 

The chorus insists short 
people are “‘the same as you 
and I,’’ but it’s not a song 
about short people at all, it’s 
a song about bigotry. 
Newman’s _hate-objects 
symbolism is reflected when 
he adds ‘‘dirty little minds,” 
“walks around telling great 
big lies,’ and that they’ve 
“got no reason to live.” It is 
a song about self-hatred. 

There’s a lot more, but the 
point is that the song is not 
really about the people who 
have been getting upset by it. 

Elliot Abbott, Newman’s 
manager, stated: ‘‘The song 
was written as a satire and is 
more about narrow- 
mindedness and bigotry than 
about short people. Short 
people in the song are a 
symbol of narrowminded 
people. The people who are 
responding that way have 
either not listened very 
carefully or they know it is a 
spoof aNd are trying to get a 
little free publicity. The 
middle part of the song is 
self-expalnatory. If people 
disregard that, they are 
disregarding a very integral 
part of it; you know, it’s like 
seeing what you want to see 
and not seeing everything.”

_ It’s true that many of the 
students of BCC are not from 
the Binghamton area. In 
fact, some may never have 
seen this area before last 
fall. today, Broome County 
encompasses a major 
metropolitan center, the 
Triple Cities. Being a native 
Binghamtonian, I have 
watched the area grow into 
the commercial and _ in- 
dustrial giant that it is 
today. 

But, let us turn back the 
pages of time fifteen years. 
Where were the shopping 
spots of Broome County? 

In a word-Downtown-. 

The Binghamton Plaza on 
State St. was just beginning 
to open with the Grandway 
store. Picture in your mind 
downtown Binghamton 
without any of its parking 
ramps (except for the Collier 
St. ramp). Picture down- 
town Binghamton without 
the First City Bank building, 
Marine Midland Plaza, the 
Bankers Trust building, the > 
Arena, and Center Plaza. 

Now that you have an idea 
what downtown Binghamton 
looked like fifteen years ago, 
let’s take a look at the rest of 
Broome County. Interstate 
81 and Route 17 were merely 
sketches on some designing 
board in Albany. Level the 
entire Oakdale Mall and the 
surrounding businesses on 
Reynolds Road. Remember 
all those fast food franchises 
you have to choose from on 
the Vestal Parkway? The 
choice of where to grab a 
quick, cheap meal fifteen 
years ago on the Vestal 
Parkway was an easy one. 
The only fast food franchise 
on the Parkway then was 
McDonalds. 

Do you begin to wonder 
whether Broome County was 
a wasteland fifteen years 
ago? Do you wonder how the 
area ever became as large 
as it is today? Let’s.take a 
close look at the area where 
most BCC students flee to on 
their free hours: The Upper 
Front St. business district. 

We'll start our trip north 
on Rt.

Well, in 1963 our 
choice of places to eat on 
Upper Front St: was very 
limited. McDonalds, 
Friendly’s, Burger King, 
Wendy’s, and Pizza Hut 
didn’t discover this area for 
at least ten more years. 

Farther along Front St. 
we pass. Rappaport’s on the 
left. Next to Rappaport’s is 
Haney’s Drive-In, followed 
by a group of buildings in- 
cluding a Montgomery Ward 
sporting good store. 

Suddenly, on the right is a 
large, deserted gravel bed. 
Across from it is a Drive-in 
Theater, and adjacent to the 
gravel bed is the King-Pin 
Drive-In restaurant. 

Ah, I see this trip into the 
past has tired you. Let’s stop 
in here at the King-Pin and 
watch the years change as 
we return to 1978. 

Standing at the counter of 
the King Pin, we watch the 
years fly past. We see years 
of hamburger sales fade to 
the sight of a Christmas tree 
store and ffinally, a 
snowmobile dealership 
stands around us as the past 
becomes present. 

We walk outside, dodging 
winter sports equipment that 
wasn’t there when we had 
entered. Once outside, we 
amazedly look around 
ourselves. Across the street, 
where a movie screen had 
stood is a four lane super 
highway in back of a new 
shopping center. To our right 
is a Pizza Hut restaurant. To 
our left is a Burger King 
restaurant, in front of a 
plaza on what used to be a 
gravel bed. And to our rear, 
stands a lumber yard. 
Looking around ourselves 
for some monument from 
the past, we see an 
automobile dealership on the 
site of a former drive-in 
restaurant. In fact, the only 
landmark from fifteen years 
ago in this area is a rock 
sign, with its lettering lost 
forever to posterity, which 
once proclaimed to passers- 
by the fare on the screen of 
the drive-in.

(February 4), 
story of Violetta and Alfredo, 
the star-crossed lovers of 
Guiseppe Verdi’s opera ‘“‘La 
Traviata”, came to life once 
again; this time on the stage 
of The Forum. The stars of 
the Tri-Cities Opera 
Company production were 
well-selected for this taxing 
opera, which features at 
least one of the four leads 


consistently. 
Cynthia Clarey, who 
portrayed the soprano 


Viletta, was nothing less 
than superb. Her clear voice 
never faltered, though ‘her 
role was definitely the most 
prominent, throughout the 
gaut of emotions she was 
called upon to depict. These 
ranged from the rich flirt to 
the woman, totally in love, 
forced to give up the man she 
worships, to being seriously 
ill and dying-all marvelously 
played. 

Alfredo, the man who has 


won Violetta’s heart, was 
sung by tenor Reed Bruce. 


His solos, every bit as 
strenuous as those of his 


paramour, were equally well - 


performed. His drinking 
song in Act I, was literally 
the toast of the ball; his 
voice cried, when, in Act 2, 
he discovered Violetta has 
left him. In Act 3, his anger 
and his rich tones when, once 
again reunited with Violetta 
in Act 4 left a lasting and 
favorable impression on the 
audience. 

Jake Gardner as Germont 
(Alfredo’s father who is 
responsible for Violetta’s 
defection) was simply 
spectacular. In Act 2, when 
he asks Violetta to leave 
Alfredo for his sister’s sake, 
was probably the most 
moving and the best done 
pieces in  the- entire 
production. 

The sole low point in the 
whole production was at 
Flora’s (Violetta’s friend) 
party, and that came when 
Flora (sung by Ione 
Salamida) was required to 
sing her solo. She was a bit 
too quiet to be clearly heard 
over the orchestra, other- 
wise all was well. 

Carmen Savoca, stage 
director, and Peyton Hibbitt, 
conductor and musical 
director, accomplished the 
difficult task of forming the 
acting body of the lavish 
opera with grand style. 
Everything from set design 
and costuming, to lighting 
and make-up, was excellent. 
The orchestra, too, would 
have been hard pressed to 
top their Saturday night 
performance. All together, 
this show is definitely not to 
be missed.

_ Controversy Brews in Canton

After the return from their 
weekend trip to Jefferson 
C.C. and Canton Tech 
February 3rd and 4th, the 
Broome Hornet record stood 
at either 14-2, 14-3, or 15-2

After their 91-70 pasting of 


Jefferson, the Hornets 
traveled to Canton Tech the 
following night. They en- 
tered the game with a four 
game winning streak and a 
14-2 overall slate.

F 
Broome dropped a very 
controversial 70-69 heart- 
breaker as Canton’s Kevin 
Baldwin sank a desperation 
jumper at the buzzer. But 
the story of the game hap- 
pened three seconds earlier.

With Broome holding a 69- 
68 advantage and  :26 
remaining, Hornet George 
Pinnella missed a 1 and1 foul 
situation. Canton then 
gained possession and set up 
for the final attempt of the 
game. Canton’s forward, 
Kevin Baldwin’s attempt 
failed with the rebound being 
tapped back to mid court. 
Canton recovered, only to 
have another desperatior. 
attempt fail. 


However, Official Don 


Mark Anderson, 20 year old left winger, has been leading 
the Barons in goal scoring. The 6-foot 200 pounder from 
Brick Town N.J. will be leading the Barons in a-European 
Tourney in March. 


Petty then claimed that he’d 
seen a Canton player signal 
for a time-out with :03 
remaining. A timeout was 
given to Canton, this being 
their limit—and the clock 
reset at :02. 


“T don’t see how he (Petty) 
could have made that call.”’ 
stated Baldwin. ‘‘The ball 
was in the air when the 
timeout was signaled. And 
you have to have possession 
of the ball.’’ ; 


That was only the 
beginning of the  con- 
troversy. 


As both teams set up for 


the inbounds pass, a Canton — 


player signaled for a time 
out. Referee Ed Stores then 
signaled a ‘‘white time out’, 
meaning Canton time out. At 
the same time, however, a 
Broome player had also 
been calling for a time out. 

When Stores reported the 
timeout at the scorers table, 
he was advised that Canton 
had violated the timeout 
limit and thus an automatic 
technical foul should have 


_- been enforced. 


At this time, Stores, 
reversed his decision to 
“Broome timeout,’’ ob- 
viously prompting 
disagreement from _ the 
Broome bench, 

“T really don’t see how he 
could have possibly made 
that call,’’ said a confused 
Baldwin, apparently 
reflecting back upon the 
situation. “‘We were plan 
ning on calling timeout, but 
Canton called it first. He 
(Stores) should not have 
reversed his decision. It was 
not a judgement call.’’ 

On the second inbounds 
play, Canton’s Kevin 
Baldwin took the throw-in 
dribble twice and hit the 
game winner from the top of 
the key. 

Coach Baldwin since has 
written to Canton Athletic 
Director Al Chadwick 
requesting that they review 
the videotape of the game. ‘I 


don’t know what he’ll do, if _ 


anything,” added Baldwin. 
“It was a bizarre call. it 
reminded me of a similar 
situation that occured during 
the Russian-United States 
1972 Olympic game.”

Since the Hornets season 
opening triumph, Broome 
then dropped their next six 
games, including a 6-4 set- 
back to crosstown rival 
SUNY-Binghamton, before a 
5-5 tie with the BCC Alumni 
ended their 1977 campaign. 

And although 1978 has 
shown evidence of a change 
in the current Hornet 
tailspin, the yellow and black 
still found themselves 
winless in over two and a 
half months. 

Dropping a 6-2 battle at 
Colgate, a 13-2 Hobart icing 
at Auburn on Super Bowl 
night and their most recent 
setback, a 9-5 defeat at the 
hands of the same Hobart 


squad . . . Broome is now 
winless in their last ten 
games. 


The one goal loss to a 
strong skating Hobart club 
epitomized the Hornets 


misfortunes during their 
record setting winless 
streak. 

I really felt we could have 
won that one,’ said rookie 
left winger John Paddock.

The Hornets lost big de- 
fenseman Victor Tabarrini 
early in the second period 
when the former Syracuse 
Junior Blazer vehemently 
protested a Hobart goal that 
had knotted the score-at two 
all. Tabarrini, who received 
a game misconduct, and 
several others felt that 
Hornet goaltender Paul 
Fitzpatrick had smothered 
the puck for several seconds, 
necessitating a whistle. 
However, the officials saw 
otherwise and Hobart’s 
Steve Schikler’s goal 
counted. Not only did 
Schikler’s goal knot the 
score at 2-2; but it also took 


the momentum away from 
the Hornets, who up to that 
point, had actually outplayed 
their visitors from Geneva. 

Hobart tallied four more 
second-stanza goals, in- 
cluding three power play 
scores. 

Despite dropping nine out 
of their last ten; the team 
has not played all that badly. 
And the performance 
against Hobart had to be 
encouraging.
